A  gnnileman  lately  frtun  Iowa  has  gir-

One  John  Clapson,  a  man  of  small 
me^ns,  but  great  perceptions  and  business 
tact,  four  years  ago  wandered  into  the 
Western  States  with  his  speculative  eye, 
sharp  Set  for  anything  in  the  way  of  a 
"  lurn-up"  in  the  mutibililies  of  life  that 
would  bring  to  his  pockets  the  then  ab- 
sent greenbacks.  At  last  he  settled 
down  in  Iowa,  and  commenced  to  act  as 
drover  in  a  small  way.  Ha  wandered 
around  the  country,  buying  hogs  here 
and  there,  collecting  them  at  his  home, 
and  Ihcm  selling  them  at  a  Bli<;ht  ad- 
vance to  the  large  dealers  who  came 
along,  after  which  they  were  sent  down 
the  river  to  furnish  the  markets  on  the 
Father  of  waters,  and  supply  the  great

The  ice  began  cracking 
and  booming,  <ind  the  bells  on  the  boats 
began  to  ring  (they  always  do  wh.en  the 
ice  breaks  up,)  as  John  Clapson  drove 
Ilia  last  platloon  of  hogs.  There  he  was, 
with  about  01 0  hogs,  within  easy  reach 
of  tho  St.  Louis  niaiket,  which  he  could 
control  for  a  week  at  least,  while  his 
bro'iher  drovers  on  tho  other  side  of  the 
river  wsre  cursing  at  the  spile  which 
drove  them  to  feed  their  hogs,  and,  at 
the  end  of  tho  week,  ferry  them  across 
and  glul  tlio  market. 

But  ClapGon,  who  knew  liia  chances, 
kept  his  hogs  out  of  the  market  for  five 
days.  Pork  and  other  meats  went  up) 
four  cents  a  pound,  and  the  carniverous 
jaws  of  St.  Louis  began  to  grumble. — 
Fresh  meat  tsatne  in  scarce.  John  bulled 
the  market  to  the  highest  point,  and  then 
sold  his  hogs  at  an  idvance,  which  netted 
him  thousands  of  dollars,  and  he  return- 
ed home  a  comparatively  rich  man. 

One  day  a  German  emigrant  came 
along  and  asked  Clapson  to  employ  him. 
he  was  engaged  to  work  on  the  farm  du- 
ring the  season.  He  had  just  arrived 
from  Kiel,  in  Germany,  and  was  a  well- 
educated,  philosophic,  but  poor  man. 
Among  his  effects  were  a  small  micro- 
scope and  some  hog  meat  (part  of  a  ham) 
filled  with  trichina  spiralis,  the  dreaded 
worm  which  germinates  equally  well  in 
the  muscles  of  hog  or  man.  The  micro- 
scope can  detect  these,  it  is  said,  at  the 
rate  of  two  hundred  thousand  in  a  cubic 
inch. 

The  Germin  explained  to  Clapson  the 
cases  which  he  had  seen  in  Germany,  and 
mentioned  incidentally  that  the  German 
authorities  had  ofi'ered  a  reward  equal  to 
about  seventy-five  dollars  for  every  hog 
found  to  contain  trichinae. 

Clapson  examined  the  piece  of  pork, 
and  immediately  laid  out  his  plan  of  act- 
ion for  one  of  the  most  villainous  schemes 
that  ever  entered  into  the  brain  of  man. 
He  bought  five  hundred  bogs,  cut  the 
trichinia'Lcd  pork  into  small  fragments, 
and  gave  these  fragments  to  his  hogs, 
taking  care  that  every  hog,  as  far  as  pos- 
sible, should  get  a  porlion  of  the  infected 
meat.  The  result  was  that,  in  less  than 
two  months,  the  muscles  of  each  hog 
were. thoroughly  infected. 

Some  comment  was  made  through  the 
country  as  to  the  number  ol  hogs  Clap- 
son was  keeping.  But  it  was  considorod 
that  he  intended  some  crpup  d'etat  on  the 
matkol,  and  ho  was  carefully  watched  for 
his  next  movsnT'rits,  a-s  other  'drovers 
wished  to  gain  advantages  by  his  super- 
ior sharpness,  and  thus  increa.se  llie 
greenback  store.  It  may  be  incidentally 
mentioned  that  all  pigs,  as  soon  as  born, 
were  kiliel  and  thrown  to  the  hogs  as 
food,  thus  spreading  the  worm-horror 
flirough  the  whole  drove. 

About  ihe  1st  of  June,  the  tluid,  John 
Clapson,  let  out  that  he  was  willing  to 
sell  a  few  hogs,  cheap  for  cash,  to  his 
neighbors,  as  he  did  not  have  room  to 
keep  the  large  quantity  he  had  on  hand. 
This  s.Jon  became  n.^ised  about,  and  a 
great  many  families  bought  one  or  two 
hogs  each,  and  killed  them  for  family 
consumption. 

Tlte  result  is  too  well  known.  Death 
has  already  come  into  one  or  two  lamil- 
ies,  and  largo  numbers   of  men,  women, 


to  twice  its  natural  size,  an<l  large  cracks 
burst  open  in  his  flesh.  After  his  death 
he  immediately  becomes  one  mass  of  pu- 
tie  faction. 

The  author  ol'  ail  this  was  patiently 
waiting  his  timo.  He  expected  that  the 
State  authoritie)  would  immediately  of- 
fer a  large  reward  for  every  infected  hog. 
as  the  authorities  did  in  Germany,  and 
then  his  last  sp'SoulatioB  would  prove  the 
most  profitable  one  be  had  ever  entered 
Bpon. 

But  he  waited  in  vain.  The  Agricul- 
tural Society  of  the  State  have  not  sent 
out  one  word  ;  in  fact  the  State  has  not 
ofiJcially  recognized  the  existence  of  the 
horror  in  any  way  ;  pork  is  tabooed  by 
everybody,  and  the  pork  market  has  not 
a  single  demand  for  its  product. 

The  German  whom  Clapson  employed 
began  to  have  suspicion  that  all  was  not 
right  in  the  conduct  of  his  employer. 
He  made  exam  nation  of  the  hogs  that 
Clapson  had  on  hand,  and  became  oon 
vinced  that  evory  one  was  infected.  On 
further  investigation,  he  found  out  from 
one  of  the  children  that  Clapson  had  cut 
the  ham  brought  from  Germany,  and  had 
given  it  to  the  hogs.  He  immediately 
accused  his  emp  loyer,  but  Clapson  laugh- 
ed at  him,  till  the  chain  of  pro^f  became 
so  slrong  that  he  was  forced  to  acknowl- 
edge the  deed.  He  oQered  the  German 
half  his  farm  and  all  tho  drove  of  hojjs  if 
he  would  keep  !he  secret.  He  undoubt- 
edly thonghi  if  tlie  German  would  ac- 
cept the  drove  he  could  make  him  the 
principal  in  the  horrid  crime,  and  thus 
escape  the  vengeance  which  would  oth- 
erwise fall  upon  himself.  But  the  Ger- 
man refused  all  and  immediately  inform- 
ed tho  atithoritiiS  what  had  been  done. 

Clapson  learning  this,  i:i  lluMneantimo 
rin  away.  His  actions  and  flighl  were 
screened  from  (he  publio  in  ordor  that 
the  authorities  might  not  overtake  him. 
But  there  is  a  rumor  that  ha  is  caui'hl. 
and  ere  this  reaches  you,  he  will  proba- 
bly be  in  the  lands  of  the  oflicers,  or 
else  far  beyond  pursuit. 

The  tidings  of  his  develish  work  and 
escape  becomi no  known,  caused  the  most 
inlense  oxciieiient.  and  it  was  feared  lor 
a  while  that  hi}  family  would  become 
victims  to  the  lury  of  the  people.  But 
fortunately  the  citizens  restrained  them- 
selves from  any  disgraceful  action  against 
the  guiltless  family  of  the  incarnate  fiend, 
and  the  properly  remained  untouched, 
ex'-ept  the  hogs.  These  infected'  ani- 
mals were  mercilessly  slaughtered  by  a 
large  crowd  of  men  and  boys,  who,  alter 
killing  and  wounding  two  or  three  hun- 
dred by  their  rifles,  jumped  into  the  in- 
closure  and  killed  the  remainder  with 
their  axes.  They  were  then  buried  in  a 
deep  trench  on  Clapson's  farm,  and  caio 
taken  that  other  animals  do  not  wander 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  terrible  and  infect- 
ed spot.  As  soon  as  sufficient  lime  can

OHIO  POLITICS. 

SPEECH  OF  FREDERICK  HASSAUREK. 


At  the  Republican  State  Convention, 
held  at  Columtus,  Ohio,  on  the  20th  ult.. 
Mr.  Hassaurek  being  o^lled  for,  address- 
ed the  Convent  iotx  as  follows  : 

"  The  democratic  party  has  not  «c- 
cognized  freedom  as  a  national  Ameri- 
can institution  It  has  not  recognized 
the  great  principle  of  inalienable  individ- 
ual rights.  It  advocates  the  pretended 
right  of  accidental  local  majorities  to 
trample  under  foot  the  rights  and  liber- 
lies  of  individual  man.  It  sacrifices  the 
rights  and  liberties  of  individual  man. 
It  sacrifices  tha  rights  of  the  individual 
to  what  it  calls  the  rights  of  Slates,  as  it 
was  willing  to  sacrifice  the  union  of  our 
country  to  thst  same  graven  image  of 
parly  idolatry.  It  elevates  the  mere  form 
of  local  self-government  over  and  above 
its  object  and  ])urpoee,  subordinating  the 
latter  to  the  fo  *mer. 

"  Lei  the  States  fxercise  their  pow- 
ers under  the  Constitution  ;  let  them  leg- 
islate within  their  proper  sphere,  and 
regulate  theit  own  local  and  municipal 
afl'airs  ;  and  hit  them  enforce  their  own 
local  ana  muni  cipal  aflairs  ;  and  let  them 
enforce  their  own  legislation.  But  lib- 
erty is  a  natioTial  boon  :  it  is  tho  birth- 
right of  every  human  being  born  on 
American  soil  ;  and  no  Stale  has  a  right 
to  lake  it  away,  unless  aa  a  puuir'hmcnt 
for  crime.  Neither  the  state  nor  the  fed- 
eral governme  It  can  touch  it,  because  it 
is  the  very  roct  and  foundation  of  our 
national  existejce  under  a  Constitution 
ordained  lo  '  secure  the  blessings  of  lib- 
erty to  ourselves  and  posterity.'  For  this 
reason  we  want  lo  place  tiio  rights  and 
liberies  of  individuals  beyond  the  reach 
of  local  as  well  as  of  federal  usurpation, 
by  making  then  part  of  the  fundamen 
lal  law  of  th }  land,  in  the  form  of  an 
ar.iondment  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
This 


riotous  proclivities.  If  he 
with  an  nff.Mic>.  he  m'j5;l  n'.i  linve  a  fair 
liial,  bui  niu.si  be  lynclied  on  the  spot. 
If  his  masters  combine  not  to  employ  or 
pay  him.  it  is  evidence  that  he  is  too 
lazy  to  work.  Let  tho  democratic  aspir- 
ants for  office  thank  I  heir  stare  that  there 
are  negroes  left  in  the  country  ;  for  if 
there  should  be  a  sudden  ezoduf?  of  theai 
to  some  other  land  of  promise,  'Oihello's 
occupalion'  w.>uKl  be  gone. 

"  And  what  has  the  wicked  negro 
done  to  draw  on  his  wooly  pate  the  ter- 
aible  wraih  of  the  children  of  Vallandig- 
ham  ?  He  has  committed  the  unpardon- 
rble  crime  of  living  and  existing. 

"  Our  second  obligation  is  one  of  good 
faith  to  the  national  creditors.  What  the 
people  of  the  United  States  have  promis- 
ed before  the  civiliz.'d  world  CQUSt  and 
will  be  fulfilled.  The  debt  incurred  for 
the  preservation  «'f  our  national  oxistenco 
must  be  pail  lo  the  last  dollar  and  tho 
last  cent.  The  stain  of  dishonest  repu- 
diation shall  never  disgrace  the  United 
Slates.  Not  a  farthing  of  whal  we  owe 
will  be  left  unpaid. 

"  This  is  but  the  expression  of  the 
moral  sentiment  of  the  American  people. 
Il  is  the  solemn  pledge  of  the  Union  pir- 
ty. The  democratic  party,  however,  is 
silent  in  reference  to  our  national  obliga- 
tions ;  il  ignores  them  in  the  platforms 
of  its  conventions  ;  it  sneers  at  ihem 
through  itd  public  orgins.  Not  a  eingin 
democratic  slate  convt-niion  hai^  declared 
in  favor  of  honestly  paying  the  national 
debt.  This  silence  becomes  ominous 
wh.en  considered  in  connection  with  the 
repudiation  antecedents  of  that  party. 
Il  is  a  silence  which  betokens  evil  in- 
tention." 

Mr.  Hassaurek  dufinad  the  posilion  of 
the  dcmokiraiic  j  arty  as  follows  : 

"  It  might  bo  the  silence  of  a  guilty 
•jonsciece,  if  there  were  such  terms  as 
'consoienco'  in  the  political  vocabulary  of 
our  opponents.

HOW  TIIE  DISEASE  WAS  INTRODUCED. 

f  orriHiionJfnre  A'ei'-  l"<i7.-  A' f». 

CmCAno,  June  22,  18C6. 
A  gtMiiloman  lately  from  luwa  has  giv- 
en nie  llio  follovvin;r  fiicts,  wiiich  seem  ai- 
most  inciGili. able' ;  but  as  1  have  long 
known  him  as  a  person  of  tho  strictest 
probity  and  veracity,  I  hasten  to  lay  his 
statement  before  the  readers  of  the  Xews. 
One  John  Clapson,  a  man  of  small 
me^ns,  but  great  perceptions  and  business 
tact,  four  years  ago  wandered  into  the 
Western  States  with  his  speculative  eye, 
sharp  s.-t  for  anything  in  the  way  of  a 
"  turn-up"  in  the  muiibiliiies  of  life  that 
would  bring  to  his  pockets  l!ie  then  ab- 
sent greenbacks.  At  last  he  settled 
down  in  Iowa,  and  commenced  to  act  as 
drover  in  a  small  way.  He  wandered 
aiound  the  country,  buying  hogs  here 
and  there,  collecting  them  at  liis  home, 
and  them  selling  them  at  a  8li<;ht  ad- 
vance to  the  large  dealers  who  came 
along,  after  which  they  were  sent  down 
the  rivor  to  furnish  the  markets  on  the 
Father  of  waters,  and  suj>ply  the  great 
factories  of  hams  and  sauaiages,  jowls, 
pickle-d  potli,  glue,  hogs'  hair,  pigs'  feet 
«fec.,  <feo.,  at  Porkopohs. 

Clapson  was  a  hard  worker.  His  fam- 
ily increased  every  year,  and  he  labored 
to  gain  money  and  buy  himself  a  farm 
Ip.rgo  enough  with  those  of  the  grand 
land-owners  of  the  Weit.  At  last  he 
maiaged  to  gaiher  enough  money,  by  au 
advance  in  the  prico  of  hogs,  lo  start  a 
drove  on  his  own  account.  His  specu 
lative  operations,  however,  were  not 
very  suc''e.ssful.  He  lost  money  as  fast 
as  lie  made  it,  ad,  for  a  tiin*.*,  he  was 
hoarding  up  nothing  but  e.xperience.  Hs 
luck,  liowever,  started  him  ahead  ;  and 
most  swimingly  did  he  cat<^'h  tlie  flood 
lii'.e  ol  prosperity. 

During  the  winter  of  1865-'C  lie  went 
to  Illinois,  purchased  a')out  8UU  hogg, 
iiiul  sliipped  them  to  tlu;  nortiiern  pariuf 
tho  Slate,  intending  to  gc-l  lliem  into  the 
St.  Louis  marliet  bi-lonj  the  spring  thaw 
set  in.  On  gatlieiingliis  hogs  at  a  cross- 
ing point  for  drives  belweoii  Illinois  and 
Missouri,  he  found  that  ilio  waier  on  '(.ho 
ice  in  llio  Mississippi  was  nearly  four 
inches  deep,  and  tlio  drovers,  fearing  to 
cross,  were  wailing  for  tho  ico  to  break 
up. 

Clapson,  with  a  hog-drover's  skill, 
immedialeiy  divided  his  hog  regiment  in- 
to companicG,  and  started  iliora,  one  af- 
ter the  other,  ac!0.ss  the  i^e.  The  ice 
bent  and  curved  as  tho  weight  passed 
over  it,  and  the  hogs  had  to  swim  some 
of  tho  way.  Bui  il  is  the  nature  of  a  hog 
if  ho  takes  to  the  water,  lo  gain  the  other 
side  ;  he  "does  his  hjvel,"  and  "never 
turns  back."  Tho  ice  began  cracking 
and  booming,  .and  the  bells  on  the  boats 
began  to  ring  (they  always  do  wh.en  the 
ice  breaks  up,)  as  John  Clapson  drove 
hi3  last  plattoon  of  hogs.  Tliere  he  was, 
with  about  010  hogs,  within  easy  reach 
of  tho  St.  Louis  market,  which  he  could 
control  for  a  week  st  least,  while  his 
broihor  drovers  on  tho  other  side  of  the 
river  ware  cursing  at  the  spile  which 
drove  them  to  feed  their  hogs,  tnd,  at 
the  end  of  the  W(;ck,  ferry  ihem  across 
and  glu*  the  market. 

But  ClapGon,  who  knew  liis  chances, 
kept  his  hogs  out  of  the  market  for  five 
days.  Pork  and  olher  meats  went  up 
four  cents  a  pound,  and  tho  carnivorous 
jaws  of  St.  Louis  began  to  grumblo. — 
Fresh  meat  came  in  scarce.  John  bulled 
the  market  to  the  highest  point,  and  then 
sold  his  hogs  at  an  idv.-mce,  which  netted 
him  thousands  of  dollars,  and  he  return- 
ed home  a  comparatively  rich  man. 

One  day  a  German  emigrant  came 
along  and  asked  Clapson  to  employ  him. 
he  was  engaged  lo  work  on  the  farm  du- 
ring the  season.  He  had  just  arrived 
from  Kiel,  in  Germany,  and  was  a  well- 
educated,  philosophic,  but  poor  man. 
Amonf  his  efTocts  were  a  small  micro- 
scope and  some  hog  meat  (part  of  aham) 
filled  witli  trichina  spiralis,  the  dreaded 
worm  which  germinates  equally  well  in 
the  muscles  of  hog  or  man.  The  micro- 
scope can  detect  these,  it  is  said,  at  the 
race  of  two  hundred  thousand  in  a  cubic 
inch. 

The  German  explained  to  Clapson  the 
oases  which  he  had  seen  in  Germany,  and 
mentioned  incidentally  that  the  German 
authorities  had  ofTered  a  reward  equal  lo 
about  soventy-five  dollars  for  every  hog 
found  lo  contain  trichinae. 

Clapson  examined  the  piece  of  pork, 
and  immediately  laid  out  liis  plan  of  act- 
ion for  one  of  the  most  villainous  schemes 
that  ever  entered  into  the  brain  of  man. 
He  bought  live  hundred  bogs,  cut  the 
trichinia'Lcd  pork  into  small  fragments. 
and  gave  these  fragments  to  his  hogs, 
taking  care  that  every  hog,  as  far  as  pos- 
sible, should  get  a  portion  of  the  infected 
meat.  The  result  was  thai,  in  less  than 
two  months,  tho  muscles  of  each  hog 
were  thoroughly  infected. 

Some  comment  was  made  through  the 
country  as  to  the  number  o(  hogs  Clap- 
son was  k'-eping.  But  il  was  coiisid'jrod 
that  he  intended  some  coup  d'etat  on  tho 
market,  nnd  lie  was  carofuily  watched  for 
his  next  mov2m"nis,  as  otiier  'drovers 
wished  to  gain  advantages  by  his  super- 
ior sharpness,  and  thus  iticreaso  the 
greenback  Store.  It  may  be  iHcidentaily 
mentioned  that  all  pigs,  as  soon  as  born, 
were  kille  1  and  ilirown  to  the  hogs  as 
food,  thus  spreading  the  worm-horror 
through  the  whole  drove. 

About  iho  Isl  of  June,  the  fiend,  John 
Clapson,  let  out  that  he  was  willing  lo 
sell  a  few  hogs,  cheap  lor  cash,  lo  hie 
neighbors,  as  he  did  not  have  room  lo 
keep  the  large  quantity  he  had  on  hand. 
This  soon  becanni  n  lised  about,  and  a 
great  man}'  families  bought  one  or  two 
hogs  each,  and  killed  them  for  family 
consumption. 

Tlie  result  is  too  well  known.  Death 
has  already  come  into  one  or    two  lamil

But  he  waiteii  in  vain.  The  Agricul- 
tural Society  of  the  Slate  have  cot  sent 
out  one  word  ;  in  fact  the  State  has  not 
officially  recognized  the  existence  of  ttie 
horror  in  any  way  ;  pork  is  tabooed  by 
everybody,  and  the  pork  market  has  not 
a  single  demand  fur  its  product. 

The  German  whom  Clapson  employed 
began  to  have  iiuspicion  that  all  was  not 
right  in  the  tonduci  of  hia  employer. 
He  made  examination  of  the  hogs  that 
Clapson  had  0!i  hand,  and  became  con 
vinced  that  evjry  one  was  infected.  On 
further  investigation,  he  found  out  from 
one  of  the  children  that  Clapson  had  cut 
the  Itam  brought  from  Germany,  and  had 
given  it  to  the  hogs.  He  immediately 
accused  his  employer,  but  Clapson  laugh- 
ed at  him,  till  the  chain  of  pro'f  became 
so  s-rong  ihat  he  was  forced  lo  acknowl- 
edge the  deed.  He  offered  iho  German 
half  iiis  farm  ai  d  all  tho  drove  of  hotrs  if 
ho  would  keep  ho  secret.  He  undoubt- 
edly thought  i;'  tho  German  would  ac- 
cept the  drove  ho  could  make  him  the 
principal  in  the  horrid  crime,  and  thus 
escape  tlie  venijeance  which  would  oth- 
erwise fall  upon  himself.  Bui  the  Ger- 
man refused  all  and  immediately  inform- 
ed the  auth.oritios  what  had  been  clone. 

Clapson  iiiirning  tliis,  in  the  moanliiiKj 
ran  away.  Hisi  actions  and  fiio-ht  \\\-v^ 
screened  from  I  he  public  in  ordor  that 
the  authorities  raigiit  not  ovortake  him. 
But  there  is  a  rumor  that  ha  is  caught, 
and  f  re  this  retiches  you,  ho  will  proba- 
bly be  in  tho  liands  of  the  officers,  or 
else  far  beyond  pursuit. 

The  tidings  of  his  develish  work  and 
escape  becoming  known,  caused  the  most 
inlense  exciieiiicnt.  and  il  was  feared  for 
a  while  that  his  family  would  become 
victims  to  the  fury  of  tho  people.  But 
fortunately  the  citizens  restrained  them- 
selves from  any  d.sgr.acoful  action  against 
tho  guiltless  family  of  the  incarnate  fiend, 
and  the  properly  remained  untouched, 
ex'-ept  the  hogs.  These  infected  ani- 
mals were  mer«;ilessly  slaughtered  by  a 
large  crowd  of  men  and  boys,  who,  alter 
killing  and  wounding  two  or  three  hun- 
dred by  their  rifles,  jumped  into  the  in- 
closure  and  killed  tho  remainder  with 
their  axes.  They  were  then  buried  in  a 
deep  trench  on  Clapson'e  farm,  and  caie 
taken  that  other  animals  do  not  wander 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  terrible  and  infect- 
ed spot.  As  soon  as  suflUcient  lime  can 
be  procured  thn  intention  is  to  have  the 
bodies  of  the  ho^B  consumed.

HOW  THE  DISEASE  WAS  INTRODUCED. 

Correspondence  Netn  York  jVi-.irn. 

Chicago,  June  22.  1166. 

A  gnnileman  lately  frtim  Iowa  has  g\r- 
eii  me  the  followinrr  f.Hcis,  wliich  seem  al- 
mo8t  iticiediiable  ;  but  as  I  have  long 
known  him  as  a  person  of  tite  strictest 
probity  and  veracity,  I  hasten  to  lay  his 
statement  before  the  readers  of  the  Xetes. 

One  John  Clapson,  a  man  of  small 
me'tDS,  but  great  perceptions  and  business 
tact,  four  years  ago  wandered  into  the 
Western  States  with  his  speculative  eye, 
sharp  set  for  anything  in  the  way  of  a 
"  lurn-up"  in  the  mulibilities  of  life  that 
would  bring  to  his  pockets  the  then  ab- 
sent greenbacks.  At  last  he  settled 
down  in  Iowa,  and  commenced  to  act  as 
drover  iu  a  small  way.  He  wandered 
around  the  country,  buying  hogs  here 
and  there,  collecting  them  at  his  home, 
and  them  selling  them  at  a  sli^^ht  ad- 
vance to  the  large  dealers  who  came 
along,  after  which  they  were  sent  down 
the  river  to  furnish  the  markets  on  the 
P'ailier  of  waters,  and  supply  the  great 
factories  of  hams  and  sausages,  jowls, 
pickled  pork,  glue,  hogs'  hair,  pigs'  feet 
<fec.,  &«.,  at  Porkopolis. 

Clapson  was  a  hard  worker.  His  fam- 
ily increased  every  year,  and  he  labored 
to  gain  money  and  buy  himself  a  farm 
large  enough  with  those  of  the  grand 
land-owners  of  the  West.  At  last  he 
managed  to  gather  enough  money,  by  an 
advance  in  the  pnco  of  hogs,  to  start  a 
drove  on  hia  own  account.  His  specu 
lative  operations,  iiowever,  were  not 
very  suc-essful.  He  lost  money  as  fast 
as  he  made  it,  a'd,  for  a  tune,  he  was 
hoarding  up  nothing  but  experience.  H's 
luck,  iiowever,  started  him  ahead  ;  and 
most  swimingly  did  he  cat<^h  tho  flood 
tide  ot  prosperity. 

Durinjr  the  winter  of  l865-'6  ho  went 
to  Illinois,  purchased  about  800  hogs, 
and  shipped  them  to  tlu;  noriliern  part  of 
the  Stale,  intending  lo  got  liiem  into  the 
St.  Louis  market  before  the  spring  thaw 
set  in.  On  gathering  his  hogs  at  a  cross- 
ing point  for  droves  between  Illinois  aud 
Missouri,  he  found  that  the  water  on  the 
ice  in  the  Mississippi  was  nearly  four 
inches  deep,  and  the  drovers,  fearing  to 
cross,  were  wailing  for  the  ico  to  break 
up. 

Clapson,  with  a  hog-drover's  skill, 
immediately  divided  his  hog  regiment  in- 
to companies,  and  started  them,  one  af- 
ter the  other,  across  the  iQe.  The  ice 
bent  and  curved  as  tho  weight  passed 
over  it,  and  the  hogs  had  to  swim  some 
of  the  way.  But  it  is  the  nature  of  a  hog 
if  he  takes  to  the  water,  to  gain  the  other 
side  ;  he  "does  his  lavel,"  and  "never 
turns  back."  The  ice  began  cracking 
and  booming,  <and  the  bells  on  the  boats 
began  to  ring  (they  always  do  wh.en  the 
ice  breaks  up,)  as  John  Clapson  drove 
hi3  last  plaltoon  of  hogs.  There  be  was, 
with  about  810  hogs,  within  easy  reach 
of  tho  St.  Louis  market,  which  he  could 
control  for  a  week  at  least,  while  his 
brother  drovers  on  tho  other  side  of  the 
river  ware  cursing  at  the  spile  which 
drove  them  to  feed  their  bogs,  snd,  at 
the  end  of  the  week,  ferry  them  across 
and  glu',  tho  market. 

But  ClapGon,  who  knew  his  chances, 
kept  his  hogs  out  of  the  market  for  five 
days.  Pork  and  other  meats  went  up 
four  cents  a  pound,  and  the  carniverous 
jaws  of  St.  Louis  began  to  grumble. — 
Fresh  meat  came  in  scarce.  John  bulled 
the  market  to  the  highest  point,  and  then 
poldhis  hogs  at  an  tdvance,  which  netted 
him  thousands  of  dollars,  and  he  return- 
ed home  a  comparatively  rich  man. 

One  day  a  German  emigrant  came 
along  and  asked  Clapson  to  employ  him. 
he  was  engaged  to  work  on  the  farm  du- 
ring the  season.  He  had  just  arrived 
from  Kiel,  in  Germany,  and  was  a  well- 
educated,  philosophic,  but  poor  man. 
Among  his  effects  were  a  small  micro- 
scope and  some  hog  meat  (part  of  a  bam) 
filled  with  trichina  spiralis,  the  dreaded 
worm  which  germinates  equally  well  in 
the  muscles  of  hog  or  man.  The  micro- 
scope can  detect  these,  it  is  said,  at  the 
rate  of  two  hundred  thousand  in  a  cubic 
inch. 

The  German  explained  to  Clapson  the 
oases  which  he  had  seen  in  Germany,  and 
mentioned  incidentally  that  the  German 
authorities  had  offered  a  reward  equal  to 
about  seventy-five  dollars  for  every  hog 
fouiid  to  contain  trichinae. 

Clapson  examined  the  piece  of  pork, 
and  immediately  laid  out  hid  plan  of  act- 
ion for  one  of  the  most  villainous  schemes 
that  ever  entered  into  the  brain  of  man. 
He  bought  five  hundred  iiogs,  cut  the 
trichiniaied  pork  into  small  fragments, 
and  gave  these  fragments  to  his  hogs, 
taking  care  that  every  hog,  as  far  as  pos- 
sible, should  get  a  portion  of  the  infected 
meat.  The  result  was  that,  in  less  than 
two  months,  the  muscles  of  each  bog 
were. thoroughly  infected. 

Some  comment  was  made  through  the 
country  as  to  tho  number  ol  hogs  Clap- 
son was  keeping.  But  it  was  considered 
that  he  intended  some  coup  d'etat  on  the 
market,  and  ho  was  carefully  watched  for 
his  next  movsmertts,  as  other  'drovers 
wished  to  gain  advantages  by  his  super- 
ior sharpness,  and  thus  increase  tlie 
greenback  store.  It  may  be  incidentally 
mentioned  that  all  pigs,  as  soon  as  born, 
were  killed  and  thrown  to  the  hogs  as 
food,  thus  spreading  the  worm-horror 
flirough  the  whole  drove. 

About  the  Ist  of  June,  the  fiend,  John 
Clapson,  let  out  that  he  was  willing  to 
sell  a  few  hogs,  cheap  for  cash,  to  bis 
neighbors,  as  he  did  not  have  room  to 
keep  the  largo  quantity  he  had  on  hand. 
This  soon  became  n>Msed  about,  and  a 
great  many  families  bought  one  or  two 
hogs  each,  and  killed  them  for  family 
consumption. 

Tlie  result  is  too  well  known.  Death 
has  already  come  into  one  or  two  famil- 
ies, and  large  numbers  of  men,  women, 
and  children  aro  suffering  most  terrible

the  country  by  the  democratic  papers. 
If  a  negro  is  hooted  at  or  knocked  down

evil  disposition.  If  his  houses  r-r  church - 
most  terrible.  Just  before  death  the  1  q^  ^re  burned  down  by  the  infuiiated  rab-

to  twice  its  natural  size,  and  large  cracks 
burst  open  in  h  s  flesh.  After  his  death 
he  immediately  beoomes  one  mass  of  pu- 
tjefaction. 

The  author  of  ail  this  was  patiently 
wailing  his  timo.  He  expected  that  the

as  the  authoritms  did  in  Germany,  and 
then  his  last  spsculatioa  would  prove  the 
most  profitable  one  he  bad  ever  entered 
opon. 

But  he  waitei  in  vain.  The  Agrieul- 
tural  Society  of  the  State  have  not  sent 
out  one  word  ;  in  fact  the  State  has  not 
officially  recognized  the  existence  of  the 
horror  in  any  vay  ;  pork  is  tabooed  by 
everybody,  and  the  pork  market  has  cot 
a  single  demand  for  its  product. 

The  German  whom  Clapson  employed 
began  to  have  imspicion  that  all  was  not 
right  in  the  conduct  of  his  employer.

He  offered  I  he  German 
half  his  farm  at  d  all  the  drove  of  hogs  if 
he  would  keep  .ho  secret.  He  undoubt- 
edly thought  i '  the  German  would  ac- 
cept the  drove  he  could  make  him  the 
principal  in  the  horrid  crime,  and  thus 
escape  tlie  venge.ince  which  would  oth- 
erwise fall  upon  himself.  But  the  Ger- 
man refused  all  and  immediately  inform- 
ed the  authoriticss  what  had  been  (iono. 

Clapsou  it  ariiing  this,  in  the  moantimo 
r;in  away.  His;  action.s  and  flio^hi  wera 
screened  from  iho  public  in  ordor  that 
the  authorities  might  not  ovortako  him. 
But  there  is  a  rumor  that  he  is  cauirht. 
and  f  re  this  reaches  you,  he  will  proba- 
bly be  in  the  liands  of  the  officers,  or 
eli«e  far  beyond  pursuit. 

The  tidings  of  his  develish  work  and 
escape  becoming  known,  caused  the  most 
inlcnse  exci lenient,  and  it  was  feared  (or 
a  while  that  his  family  would  become 
victims  to  the  lury  of  the  people.  But 
fortunately  the  citizens  restrained  them- 
selves from  any  d.sgracoful  action  against 
tho  guiltless  family  of  the  incarnate  fiend, 
and  the  properly  remained  untouched, 
ex'-ept  the  hogs.  These  infected'  ani- 
mals were  mercilessly  slaughtered  by  a 
largo  crowd  of  naen  and  boys,  who,  alter 
killing  and  wounding  two  or  three  hun- 
dred by  iheir  rifles,  jumped  into  the  in- 
closure  and  killed  the  remainder  with 
their  axes.

"  This  is  but  the  expression  of  the 
moral  sentiment  of  the  American  people.

OiTR  TnoRorcnFARES.— We  "otlce  that  the  Streci, 
Commissioner  in  the  Second  Ward  has  been  work- 
ing out  the  highway  tax  on  Vino  street,  which  has 
little  or  no  travel  upon  it,  and  neglecting  tho  main 
thoroughfares  leading  into  the  city.  Broadway  has 
no  outlet  on  the  East,  and  a  slough  bridge  is  partly 
made  on  tho  hill,  a  few  rods  from  A.  Odell's,  and 
remains  as  it  was  last  Full.

Governor  Morton  addressed  the  great 
Union  meeting  at  Indianapolie,  at  the 
Masonic  Hall,  on  the  19ih  ult.  More 
than  two  thousand  persons  were  present. 
The  multitude,  who  could  not  6na  place, 
crowded  the  streets  and  square  each  way, 
and  were  addressed  by  oilier  speakers. 

Governor  Morion's  speech  is  a  tremen- 
dous indictment  of  the  copperhead  lead- 
ers for  their  conduct  during  the  war. 

The  spirit  of  the  democratic  party,  he 
said,  had  not  improved  since  the  war. 
Four  or  five  weeks  ago  a  conveation  was 
held  at  Louisville,  the  members  of  which 
did  not  disguise  the  fact  that  they  were 
rebels  ;  and  northern  democratic  leaders, 
believing  that  the  time  for  punishing 
treason  lias  gone  by,  now  make  haste  to 
declare  thai  they  are,  and  have  been, 
united  with  them  in  sympathy  and  pur- 
pose, and  will  co-operate  with  them  in 
restoring  what  they  call  their  rights,  and 
in  repairing  the  damages  done  ihem  by 
the  war.  Prominent  Indiana  democrats 
mat  with  that  convention,  m'ngled  their 
tears  with  those  who  wept  over  southern 
heroes,  uttered  glowing  eulogies  upon 
the  memory  of  Stonewall  Jackson  and 
John  Morgan,  and  approved  their  most 
ultra  and  treasonable  doctrines. 

The  leaders  now  managing  the  demo- 
cratic party  of  Indiana  are  the  men  who 
declared,  at  the  regular  session    of  the 
legislature  in  1861,  that  if  an  army  went 
from  Indiana  to  assist  in     putting   down 
the  rebellion,  it  must  pass  first  over  their 
dead  bodies.

They    corresponded     with 
the  rebel  leaders  in     the    South,    giving 
them  full  information  of  our  condition, 
assuring  them  that  ihey  had  but  to  per- 
severe a  few  months    longer  and  llie  na- 
tional government  would  lali  lo  pieces  of 
its  own  Weight.     T.'uj  allempled,  in  the 
legislature  of  1063.  to  overturn  the  state 
government  and  establish  a  revolution  by 
seizing  the  military  power    of  the   State 
and  transferring  it  into  ihe  hands  of  four 
State  officers,  of  whom  three  belonged  lo 
the  treasonablfc  organization  as  the  "Sons 
of  Liberty."     Having  failed  in  this,  they 
determined   to   defeat  tho    opei aliens   of 
the  stale  government  by  wiihliolding  the 
money  necessary  to  carry  it   on.     Tliey 
conspired  lo  discredit  the  state  before  the 
world  by  withholding  through  a  fraudu- 
lent lawsuit,   the  money    received   from 
the  taxes  paid  to  liquidate  the  interest  on 
the  state  debt.

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organized  in  this  state  ihatdangerousaud 
widespread  conspiracy  first  known  as  the 
"Knights  of  the  Golden  Circle,"  andal- 
lerwards  as  the  "iSoneof  Liberty,"  which 
had  for  iis  purpose  the  overthrow  of  the 
state  and  national  governments.  Not 
all  of  them,  it  is  true,  belonged  formetly 
to  this  infamous  order,  but  such  as  stood 
on  the  outside  had  knowledge'of  its  ex- 
istence, purposes  and  planS,  and  care- 
fully concealing  their  knowledge,  stood 
ready  to  accept  its  work. 

To  accomplish  the  hellish  work  of  this 
conspiracy,  military    officers   were    ap- 
pointed, military  organisations  created, 
arms  and  ammunition  purchased    in  im- 
mense quantities  and   smuggled  into  the 
Slate,  correspondence    opened     with  the 
rebel  commanders,  and  military    combi- 
nations agreed  upon,  rebel    officers    and 
arrents  introduced  into  the  capital,     and 
concealed    in    the    hotels  and  boarding 
houses,  and  it  was  deliberately   planned 
and  agreed  that  upon  a  day  fixed,    they 
would  suddenly  uprise  and    murder  the 
E.xecutive,  seize  the  arsenal  and  its  arms 
and  ammunition,  and  releasing  nine  thou- 
6f.nd  prisoners  in  Camp  Morton,  put  arms 
into  their  hands,  and  with  their  combin- 
ed forces  effect  a    military    and   bloody 
revolution  in  the  'state.*  This   dreadful 
scheme    necessarily    involved    murder, 
conflagr.Mion,  robbery,  atid  the  commis- 
pion  of  every  crime  which  makes  blank 
tho  chronicles  of  civil  war,  yet  its  auth- 
ors and  abettoi3,  with  the  proofs  of  their 
guilt    piled    mountain    high,  are  again 
struggling  for  power  and  asking  the  peo- 
ple lo  put  into  their  guilty    hands    the 
ofovernment  and  prosperity  of    tho  State. 
Some  of  these  men  who  are  high    in   fa- 
vor and  authority  in  their  party,  and  are 
largely  entrusted  with  its   management, 
have  heretofore  held  offices  of  great  trust 
and  responsibility  in  which  they  proved 
to  be  recreant  and  coriupt. 

They  are  the  men  who,  in  the  legisla- 
ture of  Indiana,  bitterly  opposed  and  de- 
nounced every  effort  to  confer  the  right 
of  suffrage  upon  soldiers  in  the  field  who 
could  not  come  home  to  vets. 

They  are  the  men  who  wrots  letters  to 
soldiers  in  the  army,  urging  them  to  de- 
sert, and  assuring  them  of  support  and 
protection  if  tiiey  did. 

They  are  the  men  who  labored  with 
devilish  zeal  to  destroy  the  ability  of  the 
government  to  carry  on  the  war  by  de- 
preciating its  financial  credit.  They  as- 
Buied  tho  people  that  "gieenbarks"  would 
die  on  their  hands,  and  warned  them 
solemnly  against  government  bonds,  as 
a  wicked  devicp  to  lob  them  of  their 
money. 

They  are  the  men  who  refused  to  con- 
tribute to  the  Sanitary  Commission  for 
the  relief  of  sick  and  wounded  soldiers, 
upon  'he  lying  and  hypocritical  pretence 
ihal  the  contributions  were  consumed  by 
the  officers  of  the  army. 

They  are  the  men  who  excused  them- 
selves from  contributing  fcr  the  relief  ol 
soldiers  families  at  home  by  tl»e  infamous 
slander  ihal  they  were  living  better  than 
they  had  ever  done,  and  by  foul  imputa- 
tions on  the  chastity  of  soldiers  wives. 

They  are  the  men  who  declared  in 
speeches,  resolutions,  and  by  their  votes 


has  also  a  positive  and  affirmative  policy 
which  it  is  ia.porlant    that    the    people 
should  understand.     The  great  and  lead- 
ing measure  of  its  policy  is  the  immedi- 
ate and  UD'ioiiditional    admission    of    a 
full  representi.tien  in    both    Houses    of 
Congress    frcm    the    rebel  states  ;  that 
there    shall    oe    no  ponishments ;  that 
there  shall  b(  no  political  or  civil    disa- 
bilities imposad  upon  any  man  who    has 
been  engaged  in  the  rebellion  ;  that  there 
shall  be  no  amendment  to  the   Constitu- 
tion to  make  it  conform   to  the  ohangcd 
circumstance)    of  the  nation  ;  that  there 
shall  be  no  le{rislation  to  prevent  the    re- 
currence of  future  rebellions  ;  but    that 
Union   men  and  rebels.    Union    solaiers 
and  rebel  soldiers,  shall  be   put    upon  a 
perfect  equality  before  the  law,  and  that 
no  honors  or  rewards  shall  bo  extended 
to  the  one  which  are  not  equally  bestow- 
ed upon  the  other.     In  proof  of  this  last 
position,  let  me  refer  you  to  tb«   notori- 
ous fact  that,  in  their  speeches  and  news- 
papers they  bestow  brilliant  and  glowing 
panegyrics  upon  the  genius  and   virtues 
of  Lee,  but  f  re  significantly  silent  about 
Grant,  SberiDfu    and    Sheridan.     They 
weep    oopioitsij    over    the    memory  of 
Stonewall  Jaokson,  but  have  not    a   tear 
to  shed  over  the  vntiaelj  deaths  of  Lyon, 
Kearny,    MoPberson    and    Haekleman. 
They  mourn  from  day  to  day    over    the 
ficticious  suQferiugs  of  Jeff    Davis,    but 
have  not  yet  expressed  a  regret    for    the 
murdered    thousands    at   Andorsonville 
and  Salisbuiy. 

These  thi  igs  point  to  their  feelings 
and  their  policy,  with  the  unering  cer- 
tainty of  tiie  needle  to  the  pole,  and 
lea'.e  the  ra.ional  mind  without  a  shad- 
ow of  a  doujtas  to  what  they  would  do 
should  they  again  come  into  control  oi 
the  government.  They  are  opposed  to 
equalizing  .hs  representation  Notth  and 
South,  becajse  it  would  diminish  the 
power  of  thu  rebels  in  the  government. 
They  are  o|  posed  to  prohibiting  ihe  as-

He  next  discuss-  ;  afflicted  government  or  retarded  the  pro- 
gress of    mankind.      The    lebellion*  was 
born  of  the  democratic  party,  cradled  in 
its  lap,  nursed  from  its  breast,  aTid  cher- 
ished and  sustained  by  it,  until  it  perish- 
ed br  the  avenging  sword  of  the  nation, 
and  it  must  soon  be  followed  to  the  tomb 
by  its  guilty  pnrent. 

The  federal  party  opposed  the  war  of 
1812,  and  died  from  the  effects  of  it  in  a 
few  years.  The  Whig  patty  opposed  the 
Mexican  war  in  184G,  and  lived  but  six 
years  longer  ;  yet  these  parties  medita- 
ted no  treason,  and  when  the  conflict  be- 
gan did  not  sympathize  with  the  enemy, 
or  give  him  aid  and  cjmfort,  but  gave 
their  earnest  mid  hearty  support  to  the 
government  and  the  army.  How,  then,

During  thfl,«e.'^ular  sesblon  of 
the  legislature  in  t8Gl,   tie    J.mocratio 
members,  with  few  exce[  lions,  denoun- 
ced the  go%'ernmuot  wi'.h  great  biuetnei^i, 
laying  all  blame  for   the    conflict    which 
seemed  to  be  approaching  upon  the  peo- 
ple of  the  north  and  asserlisg  that  Indi- 
ana should  "not  take  any  part  in  it  against 
the  people  of  the    souih.     When,   how- 
ever, the  war  was  begun  by    tho    bom- 
bardment of  Fort  Sampler,  the    wave  of 
enthusiasm  and  patriotism  which    swept 
over  the    land    submerged  all    parties, 
seemed  to  oblitcraie  party  lines,  and  f«r 
the  time  overwhelmed  the    factious   and 
disloyal    leadeis.     At  the   end    of    six 
months,  however,  the  heads  of  the  dem- 
ocratic leaders  began  to  appear  above  the 
surface;  and  a  visible  and  vigorous  effort 
was  made  to  reorganize  the    party    upon 
the  basis  of  opposition  to  the   war,    sus- 
pending hostilities,  and    negutiatiDg  th^

Governor  Morton  addressed  the  great 
Unioa  meeting  at  Indianapolie,  at  the 
Masonic  Hall,  on  the  lOth  ult.  More 
tlian  two  thousand  persons  were  present. 
The  nuiliitude,  who  could  not  find  place, 
crowded  ihe  streets  and  square  each  way, 
and  were  addressed  by  other  speakers. 

Governor  Morion's  speech  is  a  tremen- 
dous indictment  of  the  copperhead  lead- 
ers for  their  conduct  during  the  war. 

The  gpirit  of  the  democratic  party,  he 
said,  had  not  improved  since  the  war. 
Four  or  five  weeks  ago  a  conveHlion  was 
held  at  Louisville,  the  members  of  which 
did  not  disguise  the  fact  that  they  were 
rebels  ;  and  northern  democratic  leaders, 
believing  that  the  time  for  punishing 
treabon  has  gone  by,  now  make  haste  to 
declare  that  ihey  are,  and  have  been, 
united  with  them  in  sympathy  and  pur- 
pose, ai.d  will  cooperate  with  them  in 
restoring  what  ihey  call  their  rights,  and 
in  repairing  the  damages  done  them  by 
the  war.  Prominent  Indiana  democrats 
met  with  that  convention,  m'ngled  their 
tears  with  those  who  wept  over  southern 
heroes,  uttered  glowing  eulogies  upon 
tho  memory  of  Stonewall  Jackson  and 
John  Morgan,  and  approved  their  most 
ultra  and  treasonable  doctrines. 

The  leaders  now  managing  the  demo- 
cratic party  of  Indiana  are  the  men  who 
declared,  at  the  regular   session    of  the 
legislature  in  1861,  that  if  an  army  went 
from  Indiana  to  assist  in    putting   down 
the  rebellion,  it  must  pass  first  over  their 
dead  bodies.     On  the  8th    of    January, 
18G2,  they  passed  the  resolution  that  the 
South  had  been  driven  into    the    contest 
by  the  unconsiilution.^l  and   wicked   ag- 
gressions  of  the  people    of    the    NortI).

They    corresponded     with 
the  rebel  loaders  in    tho    South,    giving 
them  full  information  of  our   condition, 
assuring  ihem  that  ihey   had  but  to  per- 
severe a  few   monlhs    longer  and  the  na- 
tional goveniuiont  would  lali  lo  pieces  uf 
its  own  Weight.     Tij.  y  aliempled,  in  the 
legislature  of  18G3.  to  overturn  ihe  state 
government  and  establish  a  revolution  by 
seizing  the  military  power    of  the   Stale 
and  transferring  it  into  the  hands  of  four 
state  officers,  of  whom  three  belonged  to 
the  ireasoiiHble  orgamzatiun  as  the  "Sons 
of  Liberty."     Having  failed  in  this,  they 
determined   to   defeat  tho    opsiations   of 
the  slate  govoriunent  by  withholding  the 
money  nece.«Bary   to  carry  it   on.     They 
conspired  to  discredit  ihe  state  before  tlie 
world  by  withholding  through  a  fraudu- 
lent lawsuit,    ihe   money     received   from 
the  taxes  paid  to  liquidate  the  interest  on 
the  state  debt. 

They  are  the  men  who  introduced  and 
organized  in  this  state  that  dangerous  and 
widespread  conspiracy  first  known  as  the 
"Knights  of  iho  Golden  Circle,"  andal- 
terwards  as  the  "Sonsof  Liberty,"  which 
had  for  its  purpose  the  overthrow  of  the 
slate  and  national  governments.  Kol 
all  of  them,  it  is  truo,  belonged  formeily 
to  this  infamous  order,  but  such  as  stood 
on  the  outside  had  knowledge  of  iis  ex- 
istence, purposes  and  plans,  and  care- 
fully concealing  thur  knowledge,  stood 
ready  to  accept  its  work. 

To  accomplish  the  hellish  work  of  this 
conspiracy,  military    officers   were    ap- 
pointed, military  organizations  created, 
arms  and  ammutiition  purchased    in  im- 
mense quantities  and   binuggled  into  the 
Slate,  correspondence    opened     with  the 
rebel  commanders,  and   military    combi- 
nations agreed  upon,  rebel    officers    and 
afronis  introduced  into  the  capital,    and 
concealed    in    the    hotels  and  boarding 
houses,  and  it  was  deliberately  planned 
and  agreed  that  upon  a  day  fixed,    they 
would  suddenly  uprise  and    murder  the 
E.vecutive,  seize  the  arsenal  and  its  arms 
and  ammunition,  and  releasing  nine  thou- 
si.iid  prisoners  in  Camp  Morton,  put  arms 
into  their  hands,  and  with  their  combin- 
ed forces  effect  a    military    and   bloody 
revolution  in  the  'state.*  This   dreadful 
scheme    necessarily    involved    murder, 
conllagi.-ition,  robbery,  and  the  commis- 
eion  of  every  crime  which  makes  blaok 
tho  chronicles  of  civil  war,  yet  its  auth- 
ors and  abettocs,  with  the  proofs  of  their 
guilt    piled    mountain    high,  are  again 
struggling  for  power  and  asking  the  peo- 
ple to  put  into  their  guilty    hands    the 
"■overnment  and  prosperity  of    tho  State. 
Some  of  these  men  who  are  high    in   fa-' 
vor  and  authority  in  their  party,  and  are 
largely  entrusted  with  its   management, 
have  heretofore  held  offices  of  great  trust 
and  responsibility  in  which  they  proved 
to  be  recreant  and  coriupt.

They  are  the  men  who  wrote  letters  to 
soldiers  in  the  army,  urging  them  to  de- 
sert, and  assuring  them  of  support  and 
protection  if  they  did. 

They  are  the  men  who  labored  with 
devilish  zeal  to  destroy  the  ability  of  tho 
fTovernmeiit  to  carry  on  the  war  by  de- 
preciating its  financial  credit.  They  as- 
sured tho  people  that  "greenbaitks"  would 
die  on  iheir  liaiids,  and  warned  them 
solemnly  against  government  bonds,  as 
a  wicked  devic?  to  rob  them  of  their 
money.

ihey  were  aided  by  confederate  agents 
with  confederate  funds,  for  it  was  well 
understood  by  the  government  at  Rich- 
mond that  a  great  battle  for  the  rebellion 
was  about  to  be  fought  at  the  polls  in 
I-ndiana.  The  election  in  Ooiuber  al- 
most w«Dt  by  default  so  fwr  aa  the  Union 
party  w»s  concerned,  and  the  democracy 
aucceedad  by  nearly  ten  thousand  in  the 
Btale.  No  sooner  was  the  election  over 
than  it  wati  given  out  in  deraobratic  pa- 
pers that  the  mili'ary  power  of  the  State 
would  be  aeized  out  of  the  Lands  of  the 
Governor  by  the  new  legislature,  and 
(hat  iha  Indiana  Legion,  which  had  been 
organized  for  the  defence  of  the  border, 
would  be  dissolved  and  deprived  of  their 
arms. 

About  the  Ist  of  December  it  was  dis- 
covered that  the  order  of  the  "Golden 
Circle"  hal  been  introduced  by  demo- 
cratic politicians  into  the  camps  in  this 
city,  and  a  number  of  soldiers  initiated. 
This  created  the  greatest  alarm,  both 
here  and  in  Washington,  and  the  most 
vigorous  measures  were  resorted  to,  to 
put  it  down  and  eradicate  it  from  the 
army.  The  principal  witness  who  first 
divulged  its  existence  in  the  camps  was 
aoon  after  missing,  and  has  not  been 
heard  of  by  his  friends  or  family. 

Ttie  session  of  the  Legislature,  in  Jan- 
uary follow. ng,  was  distinguished  in  the 
beginning  by  the  most  revolutionary  and 
insulting  meaauree.  The  message  of  the 
Governor  was  returned  to  bim  by  a  ma- 
jority of  the  Houae,  and  a  resolution 
passed  accepting  the  message  of  Govern- 
or Seymour,  of  New  York.  Resolutions 
of  the  moat  incendiary  and  treasonable 
character  followed  each  other  in  quick 
succession,  and  the  brief  time  of  the  ses 
aion  was  consumed  by  the  most  violent 
and  inflammatory  speeches,  denouncing 
the  government  and  the  further  prosecu- 
tion of  the  war. 

Soon  the  Military  bill,  with  which  the 
Governor  had  been  threatened,   was  in- 
troduced by  the  chairman  of  the  commit 
tee  on  Military  affairs,  and  the  first  vote 
taken  on  it  demonstrated  the  fact  that  the 
democratic  party  in  the  House  was  a  unit 
in  lis  favor.     It  took  from  ^he    Governor 
all  power  over  the  military,  and  tranafer- 
red  It  to  the  tour  state  officers,  viz  :   the 
Auditor,  Treasurer,  Secretary  of  State. 
and  Attorney  General,    three    of    whom 
were  members  of  the  order  of  the   "Gol- 
den Circle,"  afterwards    known     as  the 
"Sons  of  Liberty."     It  gave    these  of- 
ficers the  custody   and    control    of    the 
arras,  the  appoiutmentof  general  officers, 
dissolved  the  Indiana    legion,     and   pro 
Tided  for  a  new  organization  which  was 
to  be  under  their  exclusive   control.     It 
is  true  it  left  the  Governor  the  appoint- 
ment of  the    Adjutant    General,    but   it 
■tripped  this  adjutant  general  of  all  pow 
er  and  transferred  it  to  another  ta  be  ap- 
pointed   by    the  few  state  officers.     The 
bill  was  in  every  feature  in  violation    of 
of  the  Coustilution  of  the  Slate,  eslabiieb- 
ing  a  military    provisional    government, 
was  intended  as  a  legislative  resolution, 
and  had  it  passed,  would  have  produced 
an  immediate  and  bloody  civil  war.     Ii 
was  put  ahead  of  every  other  important 
measure  on  the  calender;  was  yut  through 
from  one  stage  to  another  under  the  gag 
of  the    previous  question,    and    iis  final 
passage  was  defeated  only   by  the    with- 
drawal   of    the    Union    members  of  the 
House,  thus  leaving    it  without    a  quo- 
rum.    The  very  pendency  of    the    bill 
eraated    the    most    intense    excitement 
throughout    the    Stale,    and     seriously 
tbrea  ened  the  public  peace  ;  snd    had  i«. 
paased  the  House  no  doubt    was   enter- 
tained but  what  it  would  have  passed  the 
Bsnate. 

In  a  few  days  the  legislature  adjourn- 
ed, having  made  no  appropriations  to 
defray  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  aiate 
government.  The  benevolent  institutions, 
the  penitentiaries  uad  other  important 
matters  were  left  wholly  unprovided  for, 
and  it  was  confidently  predicted  by  the 
revolutionists  that  all  these  institutions 
would  be  suspended  and  the    wheels   of 

government  blocked  generally,  unless  the 
igislature  was  called    back  in  extra  ses- 
sion.    But  in  this,    as  in    many    other 
things,  they  were  bilier!y    disappointed. 
To  call  the  legislature  back  would   have 
been  an  act  of  madness  which  waa  not  to 
be  thought  of  for  a  moment.     The    state 
bad  just  made  an  escape  from  revolution, 
»nd  the  danger  of  it  was  not  td  be  volun- 
tarily incurred  a  second  time.     The  Gov- 
ernor appealed  to  the  loyal  people  of  the 
state  to  stand  by  him  in  this  emergency,  | 
and  they  did.     Counties,  banks,  railroad 
companies,  private  individuals,    and  the 
President  of  the  United  States  came  for- 
ward and  amply  supplied  him  with  mon- 
ey for  all  necessary  purposes,    and   thus 
the  dangei  paased  by  and     the    govern - 
msot  of  the  aiate   went    on.
